Coroner says all 58 Oct. 1 victims died of gunshot wounds in homicides

The cause of death for 
each of the 58 victims killed 
during the Las Vegas mass 
shooting was released Thurs- 
day, nearly three months 
after the massacre. 

A report issued by the 
Clark County coroner’s 
office confirmed that all the 
victims died from at least one 
gunshot wound.

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deaths was ruled a homicide. 


In his first interview since
